Tbe law gives j 
tbe board of trustees tbe right to et- 
lablish a graded course of study, In-j 
eluding the higher branches. .Many of 
the best scboolt of tbis Slate are grad- 
ed on this plan. We propose to do tbe 
same thing, and shall not cease until 
Stanford has one of the best graded 
schools in Kentucky. No town can be 
considered up-to-date or progressive 
that has not a good graded school. 
Why, then, should Stanford stand sll',1 
and allow a few disgruntled citizen* to 
keep her behind tbe time* In the march 
of civill/.atluni’ Tbe graded school Is 
tbe only school that offer* a thorough, 
systematic education to the youths of 
the land. Let every citizen wbo be- 
lieves In higher education, and syste- 
matic Instructions, vote for tbe tax to 
make Ibis school. Do not be deceived 
by persons wbo would make you believe 
that tbe board of trustees don l intend 
to make a graded school.
